Some months ago. Rev. W. Chid- 
den, of Springfield, Mas.--., believing 
that if he could find out how the 
active and prominent men of his own 
city spend their boyhood, it would 
help to solve the problem of what is 
the best training for boys, prepared 
the following circular, which was 
sent to the one hundred men who 
could fairly be said to stand at the 
head of the financial professional and 
eduafional interest! of the < 

" My Hear Sir : — I desire to find 
out. for the benefit of the boys, how 

the leading men of this city spent 
their boviiood. Will you be kind 
enough to (ell jue. 

" 1 Whether your home during the 
first fifteen years of your life was on a 
farm, in a viiiage or in a city. and. 

" 'J Whether you wen 1 accustomed, 
during any part of the period, to 
engage in any kind of work when vou 
were not in school ? 

" 1 should be glad, of course, to 
have you go into particulars as fully 
as you are disposed to do : but 1 do 
not wish to tax your patience, and I 
shall be greatly obliged for a simple 
answer to these two questions." 

No less than eighty-eight of the 

busy gentlemen who received this 

circular were kind enough to answer 
the question, -some of them briefly 
most of them quite fully, and it turn- 
ed out that few had been brought up 
like most of the hovs who crowd the 
ball-grounds and fill the Streets of our 
cities in these latter days. Hew 
brief summary of the returns : 

Of these eighty-eight men. twelve 
spent, the first fifteen veais of their 
life in the city, twelve in the villages. 
and sixty-four were fanners' hovs 

Rut offlio twenty-four who 
in villages and cities, six were parti- 
cally farmers' boys, for they lived in 
small villages, or on the outskirts of 
cities, and had the same kind of work 
to do that farmers' inns hate. One 
of these village boys said : 

" I learned to hoc, dig and mow ; in 
fact. 1 was obliged to work, whether I 
liked it or not. In winter I went to 
school, and worked nights and morn- 
ings for my hoard." 

Another said : " I used to work 
away from home some on a farm in 
the tummer and fall. In the winter, 
when going to school, we three hoys 
used to work up the wood for the win- 
ter use." 

Four others told substantially the 
same story. As those were about the 
same as farmer's boys, we may add 
them to that list, so that seventy out 
eighty-eight. — almost foiir-fiifths of 
all these men.^had had the training 
of farm life. 

Now how was ii with the eighteen 
city boys on the list. ? Hid they have 
an easy time of it ? Five of them did. 
as they testify •, live of them had no 
work in particular to do, but one of 
the five says that he studied law when 
out of school, and that was not exact 
ly play. The rest, of the eighteen 
poor boys, — no paupers, by any 
means, but children of tli? humbler 
is, many of them in narrow and

way since eight years of m, without 

anj assistance except my board from 
roj eighth to mj eleventh year." 

Of all these eighty-eight "hovs. live 

only had nothing particular to da 

\\ llile tiiisc boys were growing and 

working, a great many others, — sons 
of merchants and lawyers, were 

growing up in Springfield', going to 
school and amusing themselves, an 
boys of then- class arc apt to do. whore 
are they P Only five of this rkuo are 
heard from among the eighty-eight 
solid men of that city. Some of them, 
peril a ps. arc prosperous men in other 
cities, but the number cannot fie large, 
for in Springfield only five men ont of 

ity-eight came from this rl,! 
Nmety-four and a half per cent were 
cither farmers" boys or poor and hard- 
working town boys. 

Mr. Gladden made hit report to the 
public of Springfield, in the form of a 
lecture. The mere announcement of 
the subject alone crowded the church. 
which is a large one. and the interest 
in the lecture was so great that the 
mayor and several representative citi- 
zens requested s repetition in the Music 
ball. When this came off. the hall 
was packed and hundreds went away 
from the doors unable to gain entrance'.

A recent medical writer says: Should 
any of your family be attacked with 
diphtheria do not be alarmed, as it is 
usually speedily cured without a doctor. 
Whs* it was raging inEngland a few 
years ago. 1 accompanied Dr. Field 
on his round to w itness the so-called 
wonderful cures be performed while 
the patients of others dropped off db 
all sides. The remedy to be so rapid, 
must be simple. All lie took with him 
was powdered sulphur and a quill, and 
with these he cured every patient with, 
out exception, lie put a teaspoon fol 
of flour of brimstone into a wineglass 
of water, and mixed it with his finger 
instead of a spoon, as the sulphur doet 
not rapidly amalgamate with water. 
When the sulphur was well mixed he 
give it as a gargle, and in ten minute* 
the patient was out of danger. 

Brimstone kills every species of fun- 
gus in man. beast and plant, in a few 
minutes. Instead of spitting out the 
gargle he recommended the swallowing 
of it In extreme eases in which he 
had been called just in the nick of 
time, when the fungus was too nearly 
closed to allow the gargling, he blew 
the sulphur through a qnill into the 
tin oat, and after the fungus had shrunk 
to allow of it, then the gargling. 

If the patient can not gargle, take a 
live coal, put it on a shovel and sprinkle 
a spoonful or two of the flower of 
brimstone at a time on it; let the suf- 
ferer inhale it, holding his head over it 
and the fungus will die. If plentifully 
used the whole room may be filled al- 
most to suffocation, and the patient 
will be able to walk in it inhaling the 
fumes, with the doors and windows 
dosed. The mode of fumigating a 
room with sulphur has often cured 
most violent attacks of cold in the head, 
chest, etc., and is also recommended in 
ca«es of consumption and asthma.

Though very few believe the stories 
which are circulated through the 
medium to which we refer, yet now 
and then some of the tales find i 
ence among those who do not take 
the trouble to analyze the statements 
made. The whole attack has been 
one of innuendo, and no straightfor 
ward charge has ever been made. In 
all that has been said, Dr. Gallaudet 
bee been the person assailed. Now 
all of our readers mast be aware that 
Dr. Gallaudet has not everything to 
•ay in regard to his work. He is con- 
trolled and acts under the orders of 
the trustees of the Church Mission, 
who are all gentlemen of nnimpe 
ble integrity. Every effort has bee* 
made to discover some fraud con 
nected with the Church Mission, no 
part of its management has been left 
unexamined, every morsel of seeming 
evidence of mismanagement has 
treasured up for use, for over two 
years baa every movement been close- 
ly scrutinized, and yet, after all this 
spying and investigating, nothing 
wrong baa been discovered 

Everybody knows how easy it is to 
find fault. For the past two years, 
Dr. Gallandet has beefi watched by 
men, whose hearts were filled with 
malice and all nncliaritableness ; every 
thing he haa done has been turned 
over and examined and re-examined 
in hope of finding some fault, but none 
haa been found.

The history of the cele b r ated con 
juiei, Robert Houdin, furnishes n 
remarkable example of the power of 
memory acquired by practice lb 
and his brother, while yet boys, in 
vented a game which they played in 
this wise : They Would pass a shop 
window ami glance into it as they* 
passed, without stopping, and then at 
the next OOrnsr compare notes and see 
which could recollect the greatest .num- 
ber of things in the window, including 
their relative positions. Having test- 
ed the accuracy of their observations, 
returning to the window they would 
go and repeat the experiment elsewhere. 
By this means they acquired incredible 
(lowers of observation ami memory, so 
that after running by a shop window 
once and glancing in as they passed, 
would enumerate nearly every article 
in it.
